Encourageinent for Farmers 


The Cynic’s Corner 


President Kennedy should make 
s o m e 
points with Congress by dropping his insis­ 
tence on mandatory crop controls for feed 
grains. Certainly the mov e will be greeted 
in the Farm Belt. 


In his farm m essage to Congress, the 
President stressed reliance on v oluntary pro­ 
duction controls bolstered by price supports 
and pav ments for idling land. This is in line 
with the feed grain program that has been 
in effect for the past two years. 


In a large way, it is the success of this 
v oluntary program to date that allowed Mr. 
Kennedy to trim back his demands to a mere 
extension of this same concept. 
To be sure, political opposition to man­ 
datory controls last year was the compelling 
reason that the 
President 
pulled 
in 
h i s 
horns. But if the surplus problem had not 
been eased by the v oluntary program since 
1%1, the administration would hav e 
b e e n 
forced to some politically-unpleasant recom ­ 
mendations. 
As it is, the lim e is now in sight when 
gov ernment-owned feed grain stocks will be 
down to the amount considered adequate for 
an emergency reserv e. Predictions are that 
by Oct. 1, 19 64, feed grain stocks will dip to

For this reason, U.S . Department of Agri­ 
culture planners 
already 
are 
thinking

term s of asking farmers to reduce plantings 
only 15% in 19 64. Farm ers now are required 
to cut back by 20% in order to get price 
supports and can get land retirement pay­ 
ments for as much as 40% of their normal 
planting.

If production controls can be relaxed to 
this extent, farmers will be able to produce 
more fully and gov ernment payments can be 
reduced ev en more than they hav e. 
The one thing that could cloud this op­ 
tim istic picture would be rejection by wheat 
farmers of the production control plan they 
will v ote on early this sum mer. If this is 
turned down, wheat production will be v ir­ 
tually unchecked, market prices are sure to 
fall and wheat will be competing with corn 
and sorghums in the feed grain market.

At the moment, howev er, the outlook is 
rosy 
enough that the best course 
for Con­ 
gress 
would seem to be not to rock the boat 
from 
the present v oluntary feed grain

gram. 


Crime and Punishment 


The Legislature is wrestling with one of 
the v exing social problems of this age — 
teen-age drinking. The solution offered in LB- 
109 v oted out of com m ittee, is mandatory 
jail sentences for minors who purchase liq­ 
uor or adults who buy it for them. 


This will increase the risks and bring 
disgrace to a few teen-agers and their fam ­ 
ilies, but whether it will act as a deterrent 
is debatable. One has only to look back to 
prohibition days for some historical facts. 


The law then was tough enough and def­ 
inite enough — thou shalt not drink, period. 
But the law was so upopular as to be v ir­ 
tually unenforceable. 
There can be little quarrel now with a 
mandatory jail sentence for an adult who 
buys liquor for a minor. But the question on 
LB109 is whether judges and juries actually 
would conv ict v ery many minors who man­ 
age to buy liquor 
them selv es, 
particularly 
those of prominent or influential fam ilies, if 
this automatically meant a stay in the pokey. 
Certainly teen-age drinking is a problem 
in 
Nebraska, 
as 
elsewhere. 
And without 
question the teen-agers hav e a responsibility 
to obey the law. Perhaps heav ier fines, short 
of mandatory jailing, are in order. 


Rut liquor dealers cannot be absolv ed of 


responsibility in this matter. Heav ier fines 
for dealers who sell to minors also would 
seem to be in order.

Here the problem becom es one of how a 
dealer can be sure a potential customer is 
ov er 21. In many cases, minors falsify identi­ 
fication in order to procure liquor. The deal­ 
er needs som e protection from this practice. 
Perhaps the 
mandatory 
jail 
sentence 
should be reserv ed for the youth who falsi­ 
fies his credentials so he can buy liquor. 
This probably could 
be 
enforced 
in 
most 
cases. 
To protect the dealer, young i>ersons who 
show identification representing their age as 
ov er 21 might be required to sign some kind 
of an official form on which they swear that 
the age shown is correct. The form could re­ 
cord the number of a driv ers license or 
some identifying feature of other credentials. 
The requirement to sign such an affidav ­ 
it undoubtedly would discourage many nin- 
ors from trying to buy liquor. For those who 
did so under false colors, the problems of 
apprehension and of ev idence of misrepre- 
.sentation would be eased.

took them into Europe, from which the gen­ 
eral would now wish to expel them. W h y 
does he wish to expel them? No doubt, in 
part, because we hav e tiresom e habits, and 
it would be more agreeable if we were not 
there. But the substantial reason for expelN 
ing us is that, in the judgment of the gen­ 
eral. we are at the end ot that post-war sit­ 
uation in which the United States has been 
the defender and 
the 
banker 
of 
Western 
Europe. 


For one thing, the Russian menace is no 
longer, he assum es, a military matter, and 
ev en if it is, the United States cannot be re­ 
lied 
upon to risk thermonuclear war for 
the sake of a European interest. Moreov er, 
not only has Western Europe recov ered, but 
the United States, with its heav ily-mortgaged 
and v ulnerable gold reserv es, is, relativ ely 
speaking, no longer the paramount ectmom- 
ic power that it was at the end of World 
War II. 


Dur problem, therefore, is to reappraise 
our ideas and our policies and to readjust 
them to the passing of the post-war era. We 
are not dealing with a wicked man who can 
be or should be slapped down. We are deal­ 
ing, 1 believ e, with a prophetic man who 
is acting as if the future, which is probably 
coming, lias already arriv ed.

There 
is a .serious risk, which should not be ov er­ 
looked, that they will discount too (juickly 
the future which the general foresees. There 
is a serious risk also that such an abnif/t 
turn in Europe will prov oke a protectionist 
reaction in this country. 


There is also the question of how- Mos­ 
cow will react to the v iolent shaking up of 
the Western Alliance.

Such situations are, unhappily, an integral 
theme in the history and stories of all wars 
since tim e began. It is better for young read­ 
ers to m eet with written accounts of these 
experiences in the King J am es Version, in a 
J ohn Hersey or Steinback nov el, than to read 
them on restroom walls, in smut books, or 
to hear them from the tellers of dirty stories 
and the profanity experts to be found in ev ery 
community, sm all or large.

“It is all v ery well to make the 
cheapest response to y ou r partner’s open­ 
ing bid to allow him maneu v ering space, 
bu t I am not conv inced that a bid of two 


clu bs is a co mmercial response to one 
spade.’.’ 
Mollo complained to Ju stice Sir Wil­ 
liam McNair that he nev er recommended 
a two clu b bid on that hand and to su g­ 
gest he did held him u p to ridicu le. He 
brou ght ex pert witnesses to say the only 
possible bid wou ld be two hearts. 
May er, bridge correspondent of The 
Times, claimed the rev iew was f a i r 
comment. He brou ght in ex perts to say 
that no bid of any kind can ev er be 
called ridicu lou s so long as it fits with 
a bidding sy stem. 
Ju stice McNair — “a v ery hu mble 
bridge ex pert with no great claims to 
orthodox y ” — dismissed Mollo’s s u i t 
against May er and the British Broad­ 
casting Corp., pu blishers of The Listener. 
“The words complained of wou ld not 
be regarded

people as disparaging,” said the ju dge. 
He ordered Mollo to pay the costs of the 
3-day hearing.

We v /eren’t the first peo­ 
ple to try this stunt, not by 
a long way . Still, it is hard­ 
ly an ev ery day pastime. 
The Merry brothers and 
Peterson had taken the icy 
plung e before, but this was 
the first time under t h e 
ice for Ward and me.

Thick neoprene r u b b e r 
suits cov ered us from head 
to foot — pants, jackets, 
boots, g lov es, hoods. In Ne­ 
braska’s c h i l l waters, a 
div er needs this insulation 
in winter and summer. 
We put on masks, f i n s , 
tanks of compressed a i r, 
breathing r e g u l a t o r s , 
weig ht belts, Don Ward car­ 
ried a lig ht and 1 took an 
underwater camera for our 
first plung e. 
For safety , we tied ropes 
to our waists and to a tree 
on the bank. 
With Monte Madsen and 
Milton Fetterley holding the 
safety lines — and helping 
with such chores as stretch­ 
ing a skin-tig ht rubber g lov e 
ov er a cold hand — Ward 
and I went throug h the hole. 
It was cold and dark. 
Only not quite so cold and 
not quite so dark as y o u 
mig ht ex pect. Some l i g h t 
came t h r o u g h patches 
w h e r e we h a d shov eled 
snow off the frozen surface. 
Warmer Down There 
And remember: wa t e r 
freezes at 32 deg rees Fah­ 
renheit. So water that isn’t 
frozen is warmer than 32. 
And that was a lot warmer 
than the air outside. 
Our ey es adjusted to the 


darkness. We kicked away 
from the hole and went ex ­ 
ploring . 
D o n ’ s lig ht showed a 
smooth sandy lake bottom, 
but little else.

In the dim lig ht, I snapped 
a few pictures.

Unemployment in Nebraska decreased by 2,700 compared 
to a year ago, according to the Nebraska Department of 
Labor’s December report. 
From 
December 
1961 
to 
December 
1962, 
Nebraska’s 
labor 
force 
declined 
from 
602,900 to 601,800, and unem­ 
ployment declined from 23,400 
to 20,700. However, the month 
to month figures show an un­ 
employment increase of 2,700 
irom November to December 
of 1962 
The estimated total of em­ 
ployed people was 592,200 in 
November, and 581,100 in De­ 
cember. It was 579,500 in De­ 
cember of 1961. 
The report said the month’s 
Unemployment increase was 
about normal for this season. 
Construction 
suffered 
t he 
largest loss of 3,200 in month 
to month comparisons. Agri­ 
culture sustained an 11,000 
loss or about 8% of the work 
force for November. 
In the Lincoln area employ­ 
ment increased by 1,700 the 
past year. Agricultural em­ 
ployment gained 150 and con­ 
struction 
550. 
The 
largest 
gain was 650, in manufac­ 
turing. 
Unemployment in Lincoln 


is currently 2% of the total 
civilian labor force; in De­ 
cember 1961 the ratio was 
4%, the report said. 
Total employment for the 
month in the Omaha-Council 
Bluffs area advanced by 350 
as a result of holiday workers 
in trade and government sec­ 
tors. Agricultural forces de­ 
clined by 800 and non-agri- 
cultural workers gained 1,150. 
Year to year figures show 
a 700 loss in manufacturing 
and a 5% drop in food indus­ 
tries. 
Trade 
dropped 450 
workers and real estate de­ 
clined by 400. 
Average statewide weekly 
earnings of the 51,700 produc­ 
tions workers remained fairly 
stable with an increase of 
9 cents an hour from Decem­ 
ber to December weekly man­ 
ufacturing earnings advanced 
by $ 2.63. 
Other increases were mod­ 
erate and resulted from more 
time spent at work rather 
than a notable hourly pay 
rate increase, the report said.
